CUSTOM-HOUsSE EXTORTION. 
Svecial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Prirtspcne, Pa., Feb. 27.— The unearthing of 
a system of peculations, extortions, and over- 
charges, carried on in the Custom-House hero, 
implicating Steele, the Surveyor, and Medi 
his deputy, has made a sensation here, where 
both men have long been recognized as leading 
politicians, and have ranked as of high char- 
acter. Though the facta have been studioasly 
kept secret, it appears that, for some days past, 
Detectives Tyndale and Fox, of the Secret Ser- 
vice, have been engaged in ferreting out the 
matter. The first discovery they made was that 
Assistant-Surveyor McGill has for years been in 
the habit of charging and collecting for steam- 
boat clearance-papers $3, in gold, while the fee 
fixed by law is $1.50. For releasing goods from 
the Custom-House the legal charge is not 
over” $1.80, but the charge has been from 
$3 to $3.50. The overcharges were im no in- 
stance entered upon the books, and they have 
been made for about eleven years past. On the 
fees for coal-barges, 50 cents more per space ” 
(the barges are measured by spaces) than 1s al- 
lowed by law bas also been regularly collected, 
which would average about $10 on each barge. 
No entry of these overcharges are made upon the 
office books 

TO SHOW WHAT A BOMANZA 
this latter proved to the officials implicated it is 
necessary to state that the capacity of the aver- 
age coal-barges ranges from 30,000 to 100,000 
bushels each, and that during the year not less 
than 100,000,000 bushels of coal have deen 
cleared from this port. 

During the past decade the Custom-House 
here has been practically under control of these 
men,—Thomas Steele, the Surveyor of the Port, 
one of the shredest politicians in Western Penn- 
sylvania, and J. D. McGill, his assistant, both 
of whom have stood high in this community. and 
the exposure of the frauds practiced at this 
time is mainly owing to fortuitous circumsten- 


whole time that be has been in office, over eleven 
vears. Upon being interviewed, he ssid the 
charge of $2 wae made by him in the capacity of 
a broker, and not as an official of the Govern- 
ment. To exvedite his work in this direction he 
had blanks printed according to the form pre- 
scribed by law, and until awakened to the fact of 
his transgression by the Government officers he 
was not aware that he bad been acting illegally.

ideas of the morality and the Christian prin- 

ciples of our nation. : 
do not wish to make my particular obsery- 
ance of the day binding on any man, but there 
are certain 4 features of the American 
Sabbath (and when I use the distinctive name, 
American, Jewieh, or Christian, I bave reference 
to the observance merely), which we have 
the ‘right as American citizens to have pre-

The ordivance of 1787 does not, in terms, say 
anything about the Bible in the public schools 
But it does provide, in one of its articles of un- 
alterable compact,” that religion, morality, and 
knowledge being necessary to good government, 
and the happiness of mankind, schools and the 
means of education shall forever be encour- 
aged. From this we argue that it was intended 
that religion, as well as morality and knowledge, 
should be taught in the schools, as necessary to 
good government. 

This ordinance was expressly ratified by both 
the General Goveroment and the State of Ilu- 
nois, on the admission of the State into the 
Union, and at the same time provision was made 
for public scbool funds from the proceeds of the 
public lands. The Constitution of the State 
does not, in terms, mention the ordinance of 
1787, but in law is subject to it. The National 
Constitution does not iu terms re-enact the ordi- 
nance, butisin barmony with it, and leaves it 
still in force. The acts of Congress and 
of the Legislature are necessarily sub- 
ordinate to it. A mere law may 
be repealed, but a compact can be abrogated 
only by consent of the parties whose interests 
are involved, On this state of case, we argue 
that the public school funds are beld ip a per- 
petual and practically irrevocable trust to teach 
religion, morality,’ and knowledge, aod that any 
serious diversion of that fund from any one of 
the great objects of its creation, ought to 
enjoined by the Court of Chancery. the upholder 
of trusts. 

The question now arises, ‘What is the re- 
ligion imtended by the ordinance of 1787?” 

6 answer, the Protestaut form of the Christian 
religion, substeatially koown in the mother 
country, including the Kiog James version 
of the Holy Bible as a part of 
the common law generally adopted 
in this country, and ex y 80 in this, among 
other States, and, therefore, when the law uses 
the word religion, without designating any other 
religion. it cannot, under the rules of legal in- 
terpretation, mean auvthing else than that re- 
hgion which is part of the law itself. But in 
this country both civil and religious liberty are 
greatly enlarged. and the Church is distinctly 
separated from the State. Each supports the 
other, but the domain of each is separate and

The Church is not religion, nor is religion the 
Church; and the separation of the Church from

places of worship, to admuin- 
ister the offices of religion ; and to promuigate 
the doctrines of faith. The State at the same 
time regards the principles of that religion, 
which is a part of ite system of law, as necessary 
to good government, and the happiness of man- 
kied, and as, therefore, most fit to be taught in 
the public But the States make no dis- 
tinotiqn of sect or creed. The religion which it 
recogm@izes and upholds is the religios of the 
New Testament. — broad and tolesaat Chris- 
tianity, without distinction of sect or oreed.” 
The religion of the law persecutes no man for 
his opinions, but leaves the conscienoe free. The 
law deals with the conduct and behavior, leaving 
the sentiments of the heart to the persuasive 
influences of religion. On this state of case 
we argue that the reading of the Bible, without 
note or comment, in the public „ was an 
exact compliance, both in letter and in spirit, 
with the ordineace of 1787, and with the trust on 
which tne school-funds are held. We also agree 
that the use of the Bible ip the public schools 
was not the result of any ian effort or in- 
fiuence, but was the result of a spontaneous 
obediance to the spirit of the law, and in accord- 
ance with an almost universal public sentiment on 
the subject. The authorities on the relation of 
Christianity to the law are too numerous to be 
referred to here, but they do not leave the sub- 
ject in any doubt. 

One objector suggests that the Supreme Court 
of the United States held the ordinance of 1787 
abrogated on the Slavery question, and asks why 
not, on the question of religion. This is why : 
Art. VI. of the ordinance provides for the return 
of fugitive slaves escaping from any of the 
original States.” It contains no prohibition of 
a return to any new State. Ses. 2 of Art. IV. of 
the United States Constitution provides for the 
return of any fugitive held to service or labor 
in one State, under the lawe thereof, and s- 
caping into another.“ Here is no conflict, nor 
any fair ground for the argument said to have 
been made by . r learned and distinguished 
Chief-Justice. The cases are not I, and 
in the fugitive-slave case there was 0 
occasion or holding thas any pro- 
vision of the ordinance was ‘ abrogated.”

RELIGIOUS LESSONS TO BE LEARNED 
FROM SCIENTISTS. 
DR. SUNDERLAND, OF THE FOUBTH 

UNITARIAN CHURCH. 

The Rev. J. T. Sunderiand, the new pastor of 
the Fourth Unitarian Church, preached yester- 
day morning, taking as his text: 

Honor to every man that worketh good.—Rom., ti., 10. 

To-night, aa has been announced, we listen to 
the first of a series of six popular scientific leot- 
ures to be delivered by Prof. Gunning on suc- 
cessive Sunday evenings in thie church. As in- 
troductory to these, it has seemed to me that 
I could not do a more appropriate or useful 
thing than ask your attention this morning to 
some religious lessons which I think are to be 
learned by our age from science and scientists, 
I have long been convinced that there is no 
necessary hostility between religion and science. 
Nay, more than that, I have tong been convinced 
that on the one hand ecience has no better friend 


than true religion, and, on the other, that true 
religion has no better friend than real science. 
And when I see scienee and religion clinching 
fists or scowling, or even looking coldly at each 
other (sights which, I regret to say, we are all 
called upon to witness on every side and almost 
every day), for one, I cannot but feel that the 
condition of things is strangely and most la- 
mentably wrong. In the first piace, I always 
very strongly suspect that the party which does 
the fist-cléaching or the frowning, whether it 
be religion or science, really isn’t the genuine 
thing. bat instead is a pseado-religion or a pseudo- 
science, and hence feels, with good reason, that 
the opposite genuine thing is antagonistic to it. 
Or, if it be itself the genuine thing, then I more 
than suspect that the thing which it does ite 
frowoing at isn't genuine. It sees somethin 
wearing the garb of science or religion, which i 
takes to be a foe, and so throws itself into an 
attitude of antagonism, crying out, Lon. 
science, you ere all of the devil; you, religion, 
you are ell a debasing superstition,” and strikes 
out with flerce, blind blows, But if it oniy 
would be patient aod penetrating, and not show 
fight until it had time to look underneath the 
garb, it would find that ite opponent is not what 
it calls it at all, and so it would be saved the 
trouble of ＋ or, of it did fight, it would no 
longer do go in a foolish way, as one who beats 
the air, or in a self-injuring way, as one who 
beats a stone. 

Genuine science and true religion, 
cleariy, eye to eye, discern in each other no an- 
tagonism. I am convinced of that. Heaven 
speed the time when they snall come to see, eye 
to eye, as only toa limited extent they are 
able to yet. I would vot supplant the teachings 
of Jesus, or Paul, or David by the teachings of 
Tyndall, or Darwin, or iz. Such su 
ing to any considerable extent — 
be lamentable. But I would, if I could, supple- 
ment the teach of Jesus, and Paul. 
David by the teachings, and what seems to me 
the moral and religions teachings, of these 


men. 

And first of all in the direetion of love for 
trath. Of course it is trus of scientists, as of 
all other classes of men, that every flock has its 
black sheep. There are persons ciaiming the 
name of scientists who are mere partisans, mere 
apécial pleaders, who plainly care nothing for 
truth as truth, but outy for their own pet theories 
about the truth, whose writings and lecturings 
are as one-sided as a singie half of + r of 
shears detached from the other half. these 
are the exception, and by no means the leading 
and representative scientists of she age. The

Now, such a trait of mind as this in any 
man is admirable, and cannot be too highly ap- 
preciated snd commended. Gladi do I hold 
up in a Onristian pu!pit aod say Let as alt emu- 
late it.“ Whether we ere prepared to accept 
Mr. Darwin as right with regard to that partic- 
ular scientific theory which bears his name or 
not, I see no reason why we should not at least 
gladly receive him, in so far e this point under 
consideration is concerned, as a teacher of morals 
and re To learn to be 4s religiously fair, 
and honest, and truthful as Mr. Darwin, would 
be a great in any man. Nor, ag I have in- 
timated, is Mr. Darwin peculiar in this thing. 
Oo the contrary, you may almost measure a 
scientific man’s eminence by his conscientious- 
ness and fidelity to trutu. Lonly wish that the 
eminent religious leaders and teachers of our 
times were as truly disciples of Jesus in this 
thing as are our scientists. But I have 8 fear, as 
a class, they are not. Uuquestionabiy some of 
them gre as honest and truth-loving as meu can 
be. But I bavea bitter fear that, weighed in 
the balance with the men who have given their 
lives to searching in the darkness and quarrying 
in untrodden wildersess for truth, and who, 
from the chaos of ignorance and saperatition 
which a little while ago was, have built the 
orderly aud beautiful cosmos of science that 
now is,—I sey I bave a sd and bitter fear that, 
weighedin the balance with tbese men, our ro- 
ligioug teachers of past and present, a6 0 
class, would de fonpad wanting in this 
matter. As devotees to sects and 
theologies ; as exponents and defenders of views 
aud doctrines, and systems of doctrine, in most 
cases unquestiouabiy believed to be true, donbt- 
less our religious teacbers have been and are 
unsurpassed, But in devotion, pot to this or 


that aspect or branch or view of truch, but to | 


truth as truth, in all its breadth, and left free to 
lead where it may, I have little doubt in my 
own mind that, bard as it is for us to make the 
confession, we, as religious mun, must in honesty 
make it, that the laurel crown belongs of rigut 


to the scientists and not to us. To learn this part 


of religion, honesty, candor, fairness to oppo- 
nents, regard for exact truth, devotion to truth 
wherever it leads, there is scarcely room for 
question but that it is more littiug that we should 
go and sit at their feet, than they should 
come and sit at ours. 

Another lesson that we, as religious people, 
would do well to learn from the scientists, is the 
leason of patient aod éarnest ievotion to work. 
St. James says, Let patience have its perfect 
work.” I know of nowhere that patience comes 
sO near to having ber perfect work as in the 
building up of science. The patience and perse- 
verauce, aud devotion to labor, seen in a large 
proportion of the promoters of all branches of 
science in this and the past ages, have been 
astonishiog—ecarcely less than heroic. 

a mao who dedicates his life to enlatgiu 
perfecting the science of botany. What does 
that mean? It means giving up all dreams of 
wealth aud lutury, and evem to a considerable 
extent of comfort. It means, in large measure, 
isolation from society, much absence from home 
and family ; traveling on foot amid ye = 
and privations over States, countries, conti- 
nent; and, withal, toil in the retirement of his 
— more continued and severe than any but 
the few who bave been aduitted meide the 
chole have the faintest conception of. And all 
that he may add something to the stock of 
human kaowledge. It is a noble devotion. 

Another sets for himself the task of finding 
out about that wonderful department of  cre- 
ation—the birds. And what do we see? Wesee 
him like Audabea or Wilson, virtually takiog up 
his abode in the forest; aud for whele decades 
of years hardiy koowing what it is to meet 
‘civilized men. or taste the commonest comforts 
of a civilized home. Another devotes bis hfe with 
equal ardor and patience, and self abnegation. 
to tus study of so mali a ching as the bes, and 
with results of vast benefit to the world. 
Another, still, chooses chemistry, or some small 
department of chemistry, and toils on indefatiga- 
bly in bis laboratory year afier year, unkaown 
and uncared for by the great world, littie by 
little the wrinkies coming into his brow aod the 
silver threads into his hair, and at last, very 
likely, passing away, almost as unuoticed as the 
falling of a tree in the woods, but yet content 
that it should be so. because he is able by his 

t tal and heroic devotion—I bad almost 
said immolation—to leave dehmd him, if not a 
name, what is better, some additions to his 
dearly-loved sende. 

And this is the way that the splendid edifice of 
our modern science bas been built up,—by s 

ence, a perseverance, au earnestness, a Self- 
orgetting and quiet devotion to work, which are 
as admirable as anything of the kind that the 
whole history of tue world has toshow. Now 
these are procisely traite of character which 
Jesus aud Paul commended as going to make up 
perfect character. Why shouid not we also 
recognize them as such Why shouid I. as a 
Christian teacher, aod why should not you, as 
Christian men aod women, often aod earnestly 
hold up these men of acience who 80 nobly ilius- 
trace these characteristics, as examples to be re- 
ligiousiy admired and imitaced ? 

Another lesson which the scientists are doing 
erhaps more toan any other class of men io 
ach this age, aud which many of us as relig- 

ionists would do well to let them teach us, is the 
that there is something better to live for 

than merely to gaio n wealth. When

A final lesson which I think we may all learn 
from th scientists, is the lesson of Faith. Of 
course not, if by faith we mean. what seems to 
be so often meant by it—mere believing without 
evidence or reason, mere bil credulity. 
Science neither teaches or tolorstes anything of 
thet kind. For that kind of faith we mast go 
to so-called religion, But if by faith we mean 
a belief which is based primarily upon evidesce. 
—-a beltef which is the consummate flower of 
kno wiedye,—a belief which does no shurtiog of 
eyes, but which instead stretches ite vimon to 
ever bigber and larger things,—s belief which is 
only widest-seeing, ‘clearest-sceing, farthest- 
seeing, if that is what we mean by faith (aad 
nothing poorer or less than that ought we ever 
to mean by it), — ben I claim, without hesitation 
or fear, that Religion, so far from branding 
Seience as skeptical and atheistic, as we find 
her constantly doing, may well herself go aad 
sit down at the feet of Scieace and learn faith. 
The history of Religion has been 8 constant 
fear; the history of Science has been a constant 
hope and trust. We cannot go back to the ume 
wheu religious mea were not apprehensive lest 
any new leut of knowledge might in some wa 
be barmfultoreiigion. Every step of the ouw 
march of Scienoe, as Dr. Draper has shown in

and Religion,” and as President White has 
shown, perbaps better still, in articles in the 
February and March numoperg of the Sdience 
Monthly, has been made in the teeth of opposi- 
tion from religious men.

Trees ia 
this way are sometimes obtained which will 
yield 10,000 shingles, worth $20 ver 1,000 ; thus 
ove treé will yield $200. The age of auch a tree, 
as the season-rings have been counted, has been 
made out from 1.000 to 1,200 years, and even 
more. A layer of such trees is found covered 
by another layer, and these again by another, 
aud even a third, while hvying treés may 
still be growing overall. It is evident, indeed, 
that New Jersey has experienced what the geolo- 
gists call ‘‘ oscillations.” Cape May contains 
abundant evidence of having been lifted out of 
a modern sea. The recent oyster and clam are 
foand in natural beds, just as they died in the 
ocean, but now in positioas many feet higher 
than the contiguots oyster bed; while buried 
trees eie at depths lower than the beds of Ur- 
ing mollusks. 


TWO EAST-INDIAN WONDERS. 


The Tomb of King Akbar, and the 
„Wollt Boy.’ 
Av (India) Correspondence Troy Times. 

We drive 5 miles out to Secundra, where 
is the grand mausoleum of King Akbar. This 
tomb is an immense structure built of sand- 
stone; its interior adornments are strikingly 
beautiful; its grounds and the edifice are about 
the same in area and proportions as are those 
of the Taj; buat, while there ie a resemolance to 
the latter in the general outline aud design of 
the building, it does not compare with it in 
architectural sublimity. The sarcophagus of 
Akbar in thé vauited bal! is reac by long, 
descending stairways, and ouly from open- 
ing is hght admitted. The cenotaph is a plain 
one, as are also the tombs of his daughter end 
sister in snother section of the great building. 
On toe summit of the mausoleum, surrounded 
by marble screens of wonderful workmanship, 
is a second tomb, consisting of a single block of 
finely scu!ptured marble, upon which appear the 
ninety-nine ua of God in raised Arabio charac- 
ters. The garden surrounding the mausoleum 
is acharming feature of the place, filled with 
orange, banans, mango, plum, and peepul trees, 
with a profusion of tropical flowers. ‘The lofty 
gatoway, the splendid avenue leading to the edi- 

o, the tanks and founteins aud other orna- 
mentations now going to decay, must in their 
time have beea truly maguificent, and even now 
there are features preserved that shadow forth 
great ability of design and elegance of work- 
manship. This tomb is said to have cost 
$7,500,000, equivalent to full three times that 
amount, as money has since appreciated. 
The tomb of Akbar’s wife, Begum Maire, 
is near by on the opposite side of the aveuue. 
It i3 an immense two-storied building; the 
ground floor contains not less than forty cham- 
bers. The plain marbie sarcophagus has no in- 
scription upon it. From tais itis inferred that 
Begum Maire was a Christian, for, if she had 
professed the Mobammedan faith, her name 
would have appeared on the cenotaph. She was 
a Portugese lady, aud is said to have influenced 
the King to adopt the policy of toleration he is 
known to have pursded towards Ch istiaos. 
Tue great tomb building is now occupied as an 
orphanage of the church mission, 
ere we saw among the inmates a person 
known as the wolf boy.“ He is now about 20 
years old. The wolf boy” wae taken away 
from a wolf—captured iu a wolf's den at Bulaud- 
shabar, about / miles from here in the interior 
—twelve yearsago. He was then fully 8 years 
old, was found in company with the wolf and 
walking upon ail-fours, aod the animal evidentiy 
recogoized and protected him as one of her own 
progeny. No doubt the boy bad been stolen and 
carried off by the wolf when an infants. ani 
was fed, cared-for, and brought up in che 
wolfish way by his adopted mother. The boy 
is named Saturday. that being the day be 
was rescued from the wiki avimal’s den, 
At first raw meat was the food be most 
relished: he was quite wild aod intract- 
able.

Colder and clearing or clear weather is 
prophesied by the Signal Service for to-day. 


The cable is brought into service to convey 
from Vienna the acceptance of the Hon. 
Goptove S. Ortu, Minister to Austria, of 
the Republican nomination for Governor of 
Indiana. 


The largest steamboat on the Mississippi 
River, the Mary Bell, costing $90,000, was 
burned to the water’s edge at Vicksburg yes- 
terday. No lives were lost, but a large cargo 
of cotton and other freight and the baggage 
of 200 passengers were destroyed. 

The Town of St. Charles, Mo., was visited 
yesterday afternoon by a terrific tornado, 
which lasted only five minutes, but in that 
brief space dealt out death and destruction 
at a fearful rate. Two persons are known to 
have been killed, a large number seriously 
injured, and the damage to buildings, fences, 
etc., will reach about $500,000. * 


Don Cantos has changed his mind about 
the certainty of success since he indicted his 
bombastic and ridiculous proclamation of a 
month or two ago, proposing an armistice 
for the purpose of uniting with ALPHonso in 
the settlement of the Cuban question. The 
Pretender is now said to have crossed over 
into France in the vicinity of Irun, where he 
has issued a manifesto announcing that he 
throws up the sponge—‘“‘ generously relin- 
quishes the struggle in order to promote the 
happiness of the Spanish people.” 


The Rev. Dr. FalLovs returns to the sub- 
ject of the sanctity of the Sabbath Day, and 
in a sermon which we print elsewhere repeats 
his previous condemnation of Sunday theat- 
rical performances, and appeals for such a 
creation of public sentiment as shall banish 
these pernicious evils” from our city. He 
holds that, without making his particular 
ideas of the observance of the day binding 
upon any man, there are certain general fea- 
tures of the American Sabbath which Ameri- 
can citizens have a right to claim the pre- 
servation of.

It is a peculiarity of the Secret Service sys- 
tem of the Treasury Department as at pres- 
ent conducted that no hint is given of dis- 
coveries of official crookedness until it is 
too late to cover up or explain away its per- 
petrations. The developments of the Pitts- 
burg Custom-House form no exception to 
the rule. Chief Wasnnunx's detectives have 
been for some time, quietly at work unearth- 
ing a series of extortions, overcharges, and 
peculations which has been carried on for 
ten years by the Surveyor of the Port and his 
deputy, and the result of the examination 
has just leaked out. 


Mr. Wr114m Wetsu, of Philadelphia, ex- 
member of the Indian Peace Commission, 
has been making strong assertions again. He 
ardently favors the pending bill for the 
transfer of the Indian Bureau to the 
control of the War Department, and he tells 
the House Committee on Military Affairs that 
he believes two-thirds of the appropriation 
for the Indian service is expended for the 
election of United States Senators. If Mr. 
Wr believes this to be true, he has done 
nothing more than his duty in making it 
public—not all his duty, indeed, for he 
should either make good the assertion, or 
else *‘ stow his gab.” 


The Democratic Caucus Finance Commit- 
tee does not seem to be able to get any 
mearer @ compromise on the currency ques- 
tion than a tie vote. Perhaps this is just as 
well, for if it reported anything which the 
inflationists do not want the compromise 
would probably be rejected by the caucus 
itself. There is no likelihood of anything 
being done except the repeal of the present 
Resumption act, which “the inflationists seem 
to think is compromise enough if they re- 
frain from demanding an unlimited issue of 
greenbacks. Indeed, with the Democratic 
party in the majority, we shall be lucky if 
we escape actual dilution. 


Chicago’s usurping Mayor appears this 
morning conspicuously before the admiring

Information of an unexpected and some- 
what startling character is to be furnished to 
the House to-day by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, in response to a resolution calling 
for a statement of the amount of available 
gold actually on hand in the Treakury vaults. 
This information will be strikingly at vari- 
ance with the last monthly debt statement, 
which stated the amount of coin on hand to 
be $73,601,000, but in this reckoning was in- 
cluded, in addition to the surplus specie, the 
sinking-fund, the silver coin and bullion 
for the redemption of fractional currency, 
unpaid interest coupons, coin-certificates, 
etc. The amount of available surplus gold 


| actually on hand, according to the figures 


which the Secretary will transmit to Con- 
gress to-day, is $13,832,000,—a discrepancy, 
in round numbers, of $60,000,000. This ex- 
position of the Treasury coin account will 
have the effect which was doubtless intended 
by the passage of the resolution inquiry, viz.: 
to furnish the New York gold speculators 
with valuable information, and the inflation- 
ists with arguments against any measure 
looking to specie resumption. 
THE CANADIAN TARIFF. 

Our neighbors in Canada are just now hav- 
ing a season of unpleasantness on the sub- 
ject of the tariff. At the elections for Parlia- 
ment, the Ministry allowed the manufactur- 
ers and merchants to understand that an 
increase of the tariff would be proposed. In 
anticipation of this, the manufacturers pro- 
duced and the merchants supplied them- 
selves with large stocks on hand,” on 
which they expected to make large profits 
as soon as the tariff was increased. But 
when the Minister laid before Parliament his 
estimates of receipts and expenditures, there 
was not the slightest mention of any pro- 
tective tariff. The consequence is extreme 
disgust on the part of the expectant specu- 
lators, and the beginning of an agitation for 
a tariff so protective that American goods 
will be excluded. 

This is but an illustration of how little 
men learn’ from the experience of others. 
The Canadians have had an opportunity to 
observe the workings of protection in _ this 
country, and, despite the melancholy and 
pitiable story, some of them have now got 
hold of the delusion and are pressing its 
adoption. Just as the American manufac- 
turers, as a class, are about demanding relief 
from the weight of protection, the Cana- 
dians are demanding that the load be placed 
on them. The manufacturers of Canada 
may well thank the Ministry that has refused 
them this increase of tariff. Had it been 
given, there would, of course, have been a 
profit on the goods on hand to the extent of 
the increase of tax, less the decline in con- 
sumption. In the meantime, there would 
have been a general advance along the whole 
line of items entering into the list of pro- 
duction equal to the increased tariff. Labor, 
the cost of machinery, raw material, rents, 
commissions, and the innumerable list of ex- 
penses which go to make up the cost of pro- 
duction, would be increased, so that the 
goods produced after the tariff would leave 
the producer no more margin of profit 
under the protection than he had before the 
protection was voted him, and he would find 
that consumption had declined proportion- 
ately with the increase of prices. What 
then? Why, there must be a further increase 
of the tariff, more protection, in order to en- 
able the producers to sell their second crop. 
The same condition of things would prevail 
after the second advance in the price of 
goods; all Canada would be on a strike for 
increase of wages, and the cost of everything 
would go up until the second vote of protec- 
tion would utterly fail to cover the cost of 
production, and even Yankee goods would be 
selling cheaper in Canada than they would 
be produced for in any part of the Dominion. 
A further increase of protection would be- 
come a necessity, and in time a fourth, fifth, 
sixth, and even a seventh, increase would be 
required to prevent Canadian manufactures 
from stopping. By this time the prices of 
everything in Canada would become appall- 
ing; on many things the tax would of neces- 
sity range from 90 to 120 per cent, on others 
70 to 90, and thus down to 40 percent. Con- 
sumption would fall off from one-fourth to 
one-half, and in some lines of goods produc- 
tion would cease. The capacity to produce 
would exceed the demand, and, in order to 
equalize production and consumption, the 
mills, furnaces, shops, and mines would 
have to close for two days in a week; 
then one week in four; then one 
month in three; then two and three 

onths at a time; and then only be worked 

odically. Then the protected labor 
of Canada, instead of continuous employ- 
ment, would have but one day’s work of four, 
and be months at a time without a dollar of 
wages; the savings in the banks would be 
consumed by the unemployed; idleness, with 
ite attendant consequences, would take the 
place of industry and thrift; poverty, and 
want, and destitution would recruit the alms- 
houses, the hospitals and the brothels ; and 
the more adventurous and daring would per- 
ambulate the country enforcing a support as 
tramps. 

We have in no way drawn upon the imag- 
ination. We have given but a faint sketch of 
the actual facts as they have existed and now 
exist in this country. We have told the 
American story of the continucd demand for 
increased protection in order to cover the in- 
creased cost of production; then’ the over- 
production resulting from decline in consump- 
tion; then the bankruptcy from inability to 
sell goods; then the gradual but increasing 
surpension of production and the discharge 
of labor. Let Canada, before she enacts a 
protective tariff, look at the United States, 
with their inexhaustible supply of évery de- 
scription of raw material, unable to export 
any manufactures. The lunacy; however, 
continues, and a very eminent mem- 
ber of Congress, within a year, after 
describing the desolation which had over- 
taken the manufacturers of his distri 
the suspension of the factories, the discharge

the sale of the property of these people to 
purchase food, their present destitute con- 
dition, and many of the men going reund as 
tramps, deliberately proposed an increase of 
protection and paper dollars as the remedy 
for the evil. 

The Toronto Globe of a recent date in- 
forms us that the American Screw Company, 
of Rhode Island, which has enjoyed a pro- 
tected monopoly in this country for fifteen 
years, has in order to escape protection 
established a factory at Dundas, in Canada, 
from which it can export its goods to all 
parts of the world. It also informs us that 
certain persons from Buffalo and Philadelphia 
have begun an establishment at Guelph, in 
Canada, for the manufacture of organ-reeds. 
Such an industry is protected out of existence 
in the United States. . 

No act of legislation could at this time 
prove so beneficial to American manufactur- 
ers, norsure to so increase the bulk of Ameri- 
can manufactures, as the repeal of every 
item of protection in the American tariff. 
And yet in Canada the enthusiasts are 
piteously praying that they may be exhila- 
rated, then poisoned, and then killed by the 
same process which has proved so fatal in the 
United States. 


GOVERNMENT RESUMPTION. 
To the Editor of The Chicavo Iribune: 

Sioux Ciry, Ia., Feb. A. — Tour article in Tun 
TRIBUNE of the 22d, entitled Democratic Caucus and 
Finance, says: It can be demonstrated that pretty 
nearly the entire amount of outstanding Government 
currency will be presented withim a year (from date of 
resumption) at the outside,” Government currency,” 
I understand to practically include the total paper cir- 
culation of the country, for the demand for redemp- 
tion of National Benk notes will be equal, if not great- 
er, than greenbacks, Secretary Bristow’s report of 
October, 1874, says there was at that date only 8166, 
000,000 of coin im the country. Admiiting there is 
$200,000,000, and every dollar available, how can we 
redeem §300,000,000 paper with $200,000,000 coin ? 
When we take a practical, sensible look at the matter,— 
politics and politicians aside,—is specie resumption 
either possible or desirable in the present condition of 
our currency ? MERCHANT. 

If the legal-tender notes were out of the 
way, and the banks held two. hundred 
millions of coin in their vaults, under a liberal 
law they could issue and protect all the cur 
rency the country would need. The great 
difference between Government notes and 
those of the banks is this: Whena bank 
redeems its notes with coin, it immediately 
pays them out again in loans to its cus- 
tomers, in discounting bills, in purchasing 
exchange, or in buying gold; and much of 
the coin it pays out in redemption of its 
notes returns to its vaults in the shape of 
deposits, and, if not enough comes back in 
this way, the bank gets all it needs by of- 
fering a small premium for it. When one 
bank has more coin than it wants, it 
sells the surplus to other banks.. The 
foreign specie and bullion brought into the 
country by emigrants and traders is sold to 
the banks; the gold mines sell their dust, 
nuggets, bars, and coins to the banks; and 
everybody who has any spare coin either de- 
posits with or sells it to the banks. Hence, 
if the National Banks paid out $250,000,000 
of gold ina year, they would also take in an 
equal or greater amount. Like the circula- 
tion of blood through the heart, it would 
flaw into, out, and back again continually. 
Such is the experience of banks in all specic- 
paying countries. 

But with the Government and its legal- 
tender notes, the case is wholly different. It 
receives its notes for taxes and pays them out 
for expenses. But if it undertakes to redeem 
them in coin, it cannot get the coin except by 
first selling bonds for gold, and when it re- 
deems the notes it cannot pay them out again 
except by buying bonds with them, because 
ordinary revenues from taxes meet its run- 
ning expenses. If it paid out those redeemed 
notes to defray expenses, the national debt 
would increase tothe extent of such issue 
of notes. To keep the greenbacks in circu- 
lation after the Treasury opened its doors for 
redemption, it would be necessary first to 
have a vast pile of coin on hand to create pub- 
lic confidence in its ability to redeem, and 
thereby prevent a rush and sudden depletion. 
In the next place, it would be absolutely in- 
dispensable to confer on the Secretary of the 
Treasury the authority to sell bonds for 
gold at the best price he could obtain with- 
out fixing any limit; and in order to get his 
redeemed notes again into circulation he 
must have the right to buy bonds with them 
at any premium the market would demand. 
Unless those two extraordinary pow- 
ers were conferred on the Secre- 
tary, he could not possibly maintain 
specie payments and keep his greenbacks in 
circulation. 

As we have shown in previous articles, 
the minimum of demand for coin in 
this country for a year would be $250,000,000, 
and if the Government notes could not be 
kept in circulation by purchasing bonds 
therewith, the contraction in asingle year 
would sweep two-thirds of them out of cir- 
culation. None of the bills before Congress 
providing for specie payments, including the 
Resumption act of Jan. 14, 1875, contem- 
plate the reissue of the legal-tenders, because 
it is seen to be too difficult and hazardous to 
attempt it. 

Whenever the Government is ready to re- 
deem its notes, the Banking law must be so 
modified as to make it to the interest of the 
banking capital to furnish the country with a 
gold-note circulation. Under the present 
illiberal restrictions the banks would not un- 
dertake it, and the vacuym caused by the 
withdrawal of the greenbacks would not be 
filed by any paper currency. 


GOV. HENDRICKS ON AGRICULTURE. 

If Gov. Henprzricss, of Indiana, is at all 
conspicuous before the country at the present 
time, it is as an aspirant for the Democratic 
nomination for President. It has been gen- 
erally supposed that his trip to the South was 
conceived in his Presidential interests, and 
his speech delivered Saturday before the 
Southern Industrial Exposition was looked 
for with considerable interest as indicating 
his position on the leading issues of the day. 
But it seems that Gov. Henpricxs went 
merely in the character of an amateur 
Granger, and delivered himself of a good 
many ancient truisms and some modern soph- 
isms without committing himself by a single 
word on the questions likely to enter into the 
Presidential contest. He indulged himself in 
all sorts of agricultural, mechanical, and in- 
dustrial generalizations ; he traced the march 
of civilization and extolled the place ovcu- 
pied therein by the cotton-gin ; he advised 
the Southerners to tuyn their attention to 
manufacturing ; he told them of the advan- 
tages of water-power as utilized in 
New England, and advised an _  imi- 
tation in the South of this policy; 
he informed them how he had seen the 
melting snow from the mountains in Utah 
turned to advantage by patient Mormon la- 
bor; he predicted a glorious industrial future 
for the South ; he dwelt upon the close bond 
of union between the gin-house and sugar- 
house at the South and the corn-crib and the 
shop at the North,—all of which was very 


fine and proper, but exceedingly unsatisfac- | only when in motion, has constantly ben 


tory as coming from one who has no special 
claims as a manufacturer, or producer, or 
public economist, but whose opinions as a 
politician are of some account just now. 

Not but that Mr. Henpzicxs had abundant 
opportunity to express himself without im- 
propriety upon the most vital issues of the 
day, for they enter into the very topics that 
he was discussing, and suggested themselves 
at every point. Thus, for instance, when 


‘he came to the subject of our national debt, 


and the comparative exports and imports of 
the country, it would have been natural to 
submit his views of the proper remedy for 
the large flow of gold abroad, and 
to enable the United States to pay 
off its balances in products and man- 
ufactures. This point should naturally 
have suggested to him a consideration of our 
monetary system and tariff, upon which the 
relations of our foreign commerce mainly de- 
pend. Perhaps such a suggestion did occur 
to him,—indeed, it could scarcely have been 
otherwise,—but he refused to avail himself 
of the opportunity, and chose rather to avoid 
every expression that would reveal to the 
world his personal position on the currency 
and the tariff. At the following point in his 
address something might certainly have been 
expected from a man like Gov. HANS: 

And now I come to the questions of the highest im- 
portance to every tux-paying community in the United 
States: How can you add, and how much, to the 
wealth of the country vy an incressed production of 
articles of exports? That isthe first question. The 
second is this: How, aud how far, can you prevent 
the loss of national wealth by increasing your produc- 
tion of articles which we now largely import ? 

These are indeed important qpestions, the 
answer to which involves a broad view of 
the financial policy and tariff system of the 
country; but Gov. HANDS contented 
himself with saying : 

Increase of production and improvement in quality 
are your objects, and the increased production of your 
staples will add to our exports and diminish imports. 
Every bale of cotton and hogshead of tobacco laid 
upon the wharves of Liverpool and Havre add to our 
supply of gold, for they command the gold at once; 
and every pound of rice and of sugar and every 
gallon of molasses produced here in the State of Loui- 
siana eaves us from importing so much, and thus re- 
tains the gold in the country, Now, your Exposition 
is particularly meant to bring about increased produo- 
tion of these staples, cotton, rice, sugar, and tobacco. 
It contemplates improved implements; the adoption 
of the best means to strengthen and stimulate your 
lands; the estsblishment of harmony between capital 
and labor, and the bringing of a larger area under the 
plow. It is surely not absurd to think that you may 
increase the production of your staples by, say, 20 per 
cent, If so, and if you thus annually add fifty million 
dollars to our supply of gold; and if a rigid economy 
be introduced and observed, so as to reduce our na- 
tional expenditure: forty or fifty millions more, our 
financial questions will be solved. 

In making such answer as the only one he 
had to offer to the great questions he pro- 
posed, Gov. Hzenpricxs exhibited a profound 
ignorance of a common principle of political 
economy, and also a lack of observation as to 
the experience of the South during the last 
few years. Cotton production has increased, 
but the prices have decreased. The moment 
the production is in excess of the demand, 
that moment the prices will go back to an 
extent even disproportionate to the excess of 
supply. The prices have fallen already so 
that there are still cotton-fields in the South 
unpicked, because it will not pay to strip the 
plant of the flower it has borne, Yet Mr. 
Hrxpicks would have the South still further 
increase the production as the real solution 
of o@ national trade problem, ignoring al- 
together the existence of a tariff which pre- 
vents our competing with the manufacturers 
of Europe, and limits our exports simply to 
what the rest of the world cannot possibly 
do without. If this is suggestive of Mr. 
Henpaicss’ calibre of statesmanship, perhaps 


it is just as well that he did not go any deeper 


into the questions of political economy in 
which the country is just now principally in- 
erested. 

RAILROAD CONTROL IN IOWA. 

Mr. James F. Wizson, of Iowa, has recent- 
ly appeared before the Railroad Committee 
of the Iowa State Senate, at the invitation of 
that body, to discuss the present Railroad law 
in that State. The Iowa Railroad law fixes 
the rates on the various roads according to a 
classification based upon gross earnings. 
Mr. Wr1son did not undertake to discuss the 
constitutionality of such a law, as this ques- 
tion is now before the United’States Supreme 
Court, but he took the ground that the law as 
it stands is not now so much an injury to 
the railroad interests of the State as it is to 
the agricultural and productive interests. 
While the law holds, Mr. Wizson maintains 
that it is a constant menace to capitalists, as 
its recognized legality includes the right in 
the future to impose restrictions which the 
railroads could not bear. The result of this 
is that railroad-building in Dwa has come to 


‘a stand-still. Capitalists cannot be induced 


to invest their money in a business subject 
in every particular to the control of the 
political sentiment of the State. The failure 
to extend the transportation system carries 
with it a corresponding decrease in the 
development of the natural resources of the 
State, and asa result the existing railroad 
companies cannot look forward to any in- 
crease of business, which they unquestion- 
ably had in view when their roads were con- 
structed. It is in this sense that the law is 
at once an injury to the State and the rail- 
roads, but even more to the former than the 
latter. 

It is a singular fact that, under the opera- 
tion of this Iowa tariff, the cost of transpor- 
tation has been increased to the producer in- 
stead of diminished, for the through rates 
have been the higher in order to equalize the 
loss on local rates. At the same time, the 
producer can only get the price of his grain 
which is fixed first at Liverpool, and then de- 
termined for Chicago, and the other large 
shipping points to which the Iowa farniers 
send their grain. The farmers have thus 
been deprived of the competition which they 
formerly enjoyed on through rates. In this 
respect the Iowa law has been similarly detri- 
mental to Chicago, for roads like the Bur- 
lington & Quincy, subject to its restrictions, 
have not been able to cater for the 
business on as favo terms as 
heretofore. But the railroads are likewise 
forced into a policy that is unfair te the pro- 
ducers on account of the classification to 


| which they are subjected. Their schedules 


being made according to their gross earnings, 
a railroad in Class C that earns a dollar over 


‘$3,000 per mile may be forced into Class B, 


where its rates are so reduced as to make it 
lose $45,000 the next year. So unnatural 
and unfair a restriction cannot fail to hamper 
railroad management in such a way as to re- 
act to the serious disadvantage of the private 
interests of the producers, 

The simple fact is that Iowa must come to 
a realization of the same truth that Minne 
sota and Wisconsin have admitted, viz. : That 
the political control of railroads by varying 
and variable legislative enactments is pro- 
ductive of more harm than good.

are in motion, then it is evident that the cost of trans- 
portation per mile must largely increase. If it is lime 
ited by law, and not allowed to increase, then the long 
traffic must pay a loss to the short traffic. 

The interests of a new and agricultural 
State are largely indentical with those of the 
railroads, and the latter cannot be oppressed 
without injury to the former. 
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AN IMPERILED INDUSTRY. 

The Lawrence (Mass.) American relates a 
fact occurring in that city which suggests a 
defect in the protective system which is en- 
titled to the attention of the champions in 
Congress of the home market. A lady of that 
city, believing the prices of meats in the 
Lawrence markets were excesssive, made a 
permanent arrangement by which she re- 
ceives her meats from Albany, at a cost of 75 
cents expressage, making an average saving 
of $1 on each lot. Lawrence is in the sover- 
eign State of Massachusetts ; the Lawrence 
butchers are citizens of the Commonwealth 
and pay heavy taxes to support the State and 
local Governments. They are part of the 
industrial population,—the free labor of the 
State which has given Burizr and Bourwe.i 
to adorn the science of American finance. 

But owing to the insufficiency of the law, 
both national and State, the butchers of Al- 
bany, in a foreign State, who pay no taxes to 
support the Government of Lawrence or 
Massachusetts, who get their beef cheaper, 
actually send it into Massachusetts and sell it 
from 25 to 40 per cent cheaper, freights in- 
cluded, than it can be sold by the honest and 
unprotected butehers of Lawrence! It is of 
course but proper to assume that the butchers 
of Albany employ pauper labor, and that the 
absence of any law to prevent their selling 
their meats in Lawrence cheaper than the 
native butchers can do is the result of the 
free use of Albanian gold ; and that the end 
sought is to break down butchery in Law- 
rence, and secure to Albany the exclusive 
business of furnishing meat even to the 
butchers of the latter city. 

It will not do to say that the people of 
Lawrence have a right to purchase their 
meat wherever they can get it at the lowest 
price, That doctrine was exploded years ago 
by the statesmen of New England, who de- 
cided that the higher the prices of goods in 
the home market, and the more rigid the ex- 
clusion of outsiders, the happier and more 
prosperous must be the consumers of the 
goods. That if it took alla man’s wages to 
purchase the meat necessary for his family 
to exclude the cheap meats, and so advance 
the price in the home market that the same 
wages would only buy half the quantity of 
meat, was a wise and merciful interposition 
of the law to increase the comforts of the 
citizen, whose rations were reduced one-half. 
There was, of course, discontented people 
who said that such interposition was opposed 
to the laws of political economy, but these 
grumblers were silenced—struck dumb—by the 
official announcement of Massachusetts’ own 
favorite statesman, then filling the office of 
Secretary of the Treasury, that there is no 
such thing as political economy. Has Law- 
rence a representative in Congress? Phila 
delphia has a shop were quinine is made, and 
Congress has protected Philadelphia quinine 
from cheap competition. Are the butchers 
of Lawrence to have their business destroyed 
while they have a member of Congress to 
represent them, and to demand that the Cen- 
tennial of National Independence shall not 
witness such gross neglect of the imperiled 
industry ? 


The Confederate plot for the impeachment 
of Gov. Ames, of Mississippi, and Gov. K- 
Lo, of Louisiana, is developed in season to 


serve as a timely reminder of the unalterable ‘ 


purpose with which, in the words of Bur 
HILL, the Confederates have come back into 
the Union, and are here to stay.“ Both 
States, since reconstruction, have been and 
are Republican,—Louisiana, on an honest 
count, by not less than 15,000 majority, and 
Mississippi, whenever there shall be an end 
of terrorism, intensified by preliminary mas- 
sacre of negro voters, as at Vicksburg and 
Yazoo, by from 25,000 to 30,000. In Louisi- 
ana, by the WaEzLzeR Compromise, accepted 
on all sides as the final and satisfactory solu- 
tion of the. bloody anarchy in which that 
State was embroiled by the White-Line law- 
lessness, there was conceded to the Confed- 
erates control of one branch of the Legis- 
lature, which they had not carried and could 
not carry at an honest election. In Missis- 
sippi, at a2 ” election,—made 

by the fact that the slaughter 
of negroes prior thereto had impressed 
upon them the necessity, for self-preser- 
vation’s sake, of keeping out of range 
of White-Line shot-guns near the polls,—the 
Confederates suppressed the Republican ma- 
jority of between 25,000 and 30,000, and se- 
cured full control of the General Assembly. 
The common purpose of the Confederate mi- 
nority in each State—that which they have 
come back into the Union and stay to exe- 
cute—is to regain complete ascendency 
over the Republican majority ‘“ anyhow.” 
Prompted by this, the Confederates in the 
Louisiana Legislature deliberately propose a 
breach in the Wurzizn Compromise,—by 
virtue of which solely do they hold their 
own seats,—and by revolutionary proceedings 
to seize possession of the Executive office, the 
pretext therefor being found in the reopening 
of matters which by their own solemn com- 
pact were forever closed by that compromise. 
In Mississippi, with even less shadow of pre- 
text therefor, the first use the Confederates 
make of the power acquired by intimidation 
and terrorism is to inaugurate the like insur- 
rectionary movement for the like pur- 
pose. In both States the OConfed- 
erates are guilty of a fatal blunder 
in their policy. But the frank disclosure of 
the Confederate purpose thereby made is 
one for which the country is none the less in- 
debted to them. [If it is to be reduced to 
this, that these States are to be ruled abso- 
lutely by the Confederate minority, no mat- 
ter by what revolutionary proceedings that 
rule shall be established, it is well that the 
loyal people should know it before the Presi- 
dential election. There will then be left 
time in which to deal with these insurrec- 
tionary Confederates as the emergency may 
require. 

The graphic recital of the horrors of the 
Western Pennsylvania Reform School, in the 
letter of our Pittsburg correspondent pub- 
lished in Taz Tarsunez of this morning, fur- 
nishes a startling illustration of the out- 
‘rageous abuses which seem to grow 
up and thrive in public reforma. 
tory institutions. Boys leased out to 
task-masters and brutally tortured and 


ill-treated, girls debauched by wholesale, and 
both being reared at public expense to be- 
come the pests and terror of community, to 
fill the prisons and bawdy-houses,—such, in 
brief, is the state of affairs which it is dis- 
closed existed in this model Reform School, 
conducted under the direction of amiable 
Christian gentlemen who never knew, until 
accident brought to their knowledge, what a 
pandemonium it was. The whole empha- 
sizes the self-evident fact that there can be 
none too rigid supervision of the manage- 
ment of penal and reformatory institutions; 
and that, as yet, we seem a long way from 
having made sure that these shall not be so 
conducted that the inmates will emerge more 
brutalized and more dangerous than when 
they entered them. 


At a meeting of the New York Chamber of 
Commerce, held on the 25th inst., to consider 
the financial condition of the country, a 
series of resolutions were adopted, which set 
forth the unqualified adherence of that body 
to the principle of specie resumption, and 
the entire dissatisfaction at the present pros- 
pect that Congress will repeal the Resump- 
tion act without substituting anything in its 
place. The New York Chamber of Com- 
merce is a representative bödy, and it un- 
questionably reflects the sentiment of the 
leading business men of New York City, New 
York Siate, and the East generally. They 
are almost a unit in their opposition to the 
greenback schemes set forth in the Indiana 
Convention the other diy which suggested 
Mr. Monrox's name for the Presidency.

We 
want to get as much responsibility on them as 
possible.” Io reply to what’ had been 
said by members of the Committee as to 
the contents of the statement, he asserted 
that it contained references to confessions made 
personally to his father, and which were the 
strongest possible proofs of Mr. Beecher's 
guilt. It these references were not true, he 
asked. would the Committee have been so eager 
to gain furtner knowledge as to lock the door 
upon him? The statement consisted of the 
general fis in the case, which was all the 
Committee as ed for. and that it was not under 
stood that they required names, dates, aud all 
details. Such a course, he said, would publicly 
identify particular porsons: but his father sug- 
gested a method by which the names and datos 


could be obtained. He did not feel 
at liberty to state anySiog more 
definitely in regard to the paper. 


He felt that the Committee could not be an 
impartial one, from the fact that among the 
nine members were Henry Ward Beecher, Dr. 
Edward K. Beecher, Assistant Pastor Halliday, 
Mr. Shearman, aud Mr. Clevelaud, all of whom 
had proclaimed their belief in the innocence of 
Mr. Beecher aad the guiltof Mr. Bowen, He 
wished to add that his father would hold Mesers. 
White and Sbearman personal v responsible for 
givil'g to the reporters of the press one certaia 
name as being in the list of Mr. Beecher’s vic- 


tims. He considered this a most inexcusable 
outrage. This name was Mr. Bowen's first 
wife. 


Mr. Beecher, when appealed to for anv reasons 
for withnolding the statement from the pubhie, 
answered that he koew of none whatever. For 
his own sake. be would be glad to bave it pub- 
lished, as it would show to the world bow empty 
Mr. ‘Bowen's charges inst bim were. He 
knew of vothing that could do greater harm to 
Mr. Bowen's cause. Then he suddenly checked 
himself and added, with a laugh, I don't ku 
but that sounds like a malicious remark.” He 
thought the statement unfit. to be read before 
the Church, and said that Mr. Bowen might at 
any time be expelled on other charges, and that 
a member of the Council had said to him that 
if Mr. Bowen nas expelled on the coarge of be- 
ing infamous in the sigitt of God aud man, few 
would condemn its action. 

Other members of the Executive Committee 
said that the ambiguous and evasive language of 
Mr. Bowen's statement left Mr. Beecher no room 
for disproving the charges coutained init. For 
that rea on they did not feel bound to keep the 
statement private, and were aawilling to take 
the responsibility of publishing it, only on the 
groucd that tuey did not wih to aid Mr. Bowen 
in circulating a libel on respectabie and inno- 
cent persons. In certain charges against Mr. 
Beecher, reference was made to some person un- 
named, supposed by many to bea member of 
his family. If this supposition was correct, 
there would need to be no hesitstion about pub- 
lishing the statement; but a fear taat Mr. Bor- 
en might be attacks some Uther parann nuder 
the cover of bis ambiguous language, made cau- 
tion necessary.

admonition be not listened to the churches which have 
given the admonition may forvear communion with 
the admonished church, and may then call a Council 
of churches to consider the case, but the Council so 
called and assembled has power to inquire ana con- 
sider only whether the offeading church is reaily set- 

contrary to order and duty. 
9 That this liberty gives to no church the right or 
power toclaim to take partia an investigation of we 
alleged scandal through a Mutual Count proposed by

neil for same Object, 

a Taat the essertion of such claims as these last 
named would be a palpable violation of the princinics 
of Congregationalism, as laid down in the Cambridge 
platform aud in that of the National Council of 1865, 
and would be not only subversive of 
order of the churches, but also such a dangerous in- 
fringement of the liberty of the local church as would 
be promotive of the most evil 

The Committee which reported the result of 
the Council, concluded its report as follows :

THE “ SCANDAL-BUREAU.” 

CORNWALL-ON-THE-Hupson, N. I., Feb. 25, 
1876.— To e Kdttor of tie New York Tribune: 
The Plymouth-Churen Council did not recom- 
mend any further investigation of the Beecher 
case. On the contrary, they expressed them- 
selves satisfied with the fairness and thorough- 
ness of the investigations already had. But Mr. 
Béecher appeared before the Council and do- 
manded that if any man had aught of evidence 
against bim he produce it. Pl, mouth Church, 
through its Committee, re-enforced this demand. 
The Council, therefore, recommended that if 
any accuser should present charges to Piymouth 
Church against its pastor, ia compliance with 
this demand, and should offer to substentiate 
the same with proofs, Plymouth Church empow- 
er a commission of five gentlemen to act for it in 
thoroughly investigating such charges, aud it ap- 
pointed a comm. ttee of three, consisting of Prof. 
Dwight, of Consecticut; the Hon. Bradford R. 
Wood, of New \ork; and Dr. Weliman, of Maasa- 
chuseits, to select such a commission out of 
twenty names selected 7 the Council, and pub- 
lished, with its result. But eo far from recom- 
Louding a farther mvestigation of anonymous 
scandal, they did not even provide that a trib- 
neal should exist until @ responsible accuser 
should present a defloite accusa:iov, and offer to 
substantsate it by adequate proof, aud this with- 
in the next sixty days. 

I send you this note because, partly owing to 
mistak eo reports’of the doings of the Council iu 
secret session, the editorial explanations of tue 
action of this Council, in some of the morning 
papers, are evidentie founded in a grave mia 
prenension of its real force and character.

DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 


Practical Mints for the Use of Young 
and inexperienced Housekeepers. 
Toe the Hustor of The Chwougo Tribune : 

Cartcaco, Feb. 24.—In your issue of Feb. 12 
you published a letter from a lady asking for 
some hints from experienced housekeepers on 
the art of cooking. I can truly sympathize with 
this iady, and with all the army of women, 
wives of men of moderate means ia our coun- 
try, who have ever before them the problem to 
solve, How can we spread a table three times 
a day with food palatable, uutritious. and eco- 
nomical ? ” * 1 

Having had twenty-five vears’ experience in 
the various duties of the wife, mother, house- 
keeper. provider, cook, laundress, aud commoa 
seamstress, I hall be glad to say a word of en- 
couragement and help to the young experi- 
menter in all these complicated duties. 

It is all very well for men to tell us that 
women cannot cook. When a mao attempts 
cooking, ne makes a business of it; he spends 
years io learning the ert; and then be must 
have an assistant to wait upon him; must have 
the best materials at band, aud the proper atep- 
Sils to work with; and, fioally, he will expect to 
be well paid for his services. Don't condemn 
women as cooks until they have bad a fair trial. 

Women of education and Lrains can earn to 
cood, and they must learp. S.nce che great 
mass of men come to women for their constant 
supply of daily bread,” women must meet tic 
demand; #0, my sisters, let us take the work 
earnestly in band, aad learn to do it in the best 
way. Let us do it gracefully, lovingly, as the 
choicest benefit which we can tow upon our 
hungry fellow mortals. 

There are certain general principles in eook- 
ing, as in other aru, which should be learned; 
and the knowledge of these will make all details 
easy. As your correspondent asks especially for 
directions concerning caxe-making, we will make 
that the especial theme of this payer. 

‘The vest flour should be used in cake-making ; 
indeed, there ia no economy in using cheap 
flour for any purpose. The Mivuesoia paten: 
extraisthe best; but many otber brands are 


very good. The dest sugar for ali plain cake 
is the coffee A. It is ch and  bet- 
ter than the grapuiated, for common 


use. For making. very delicate cakes 
the pulverized should be used, being careful 
to cet pure sugar; itis apt to be adulterated 
greatly. Eggs should be kept in a cool place; 
they beat much betser to be cold. Do mot try to 
male cake with butter which is unft for table 
use. It is not necessary to have the very best; 
good roll butter, having no bad taste, ahould be 
used. Roo can often be changed, without 
failure, if, for any reasou, all tae materials 
called for are not at hand. To venture upon 
this, however, you must act uboa fixed principles. 
ples. If you bave but two eggs, and recipe calis 
for tbree, leave out a third of your butter aad a 
little of your flour; the cake will be good. Lf 
your butter is sbort, leave out ao egg. 
It is often inconvenient to weigh all the in- 
ents; therefore, in giving reci I spall, 
if possible, give measures only, lsugar be- 
tore measuring it; fill the cap even full, being 
careful uot to pack the sugar. Flour should be 
sifted first, and then placed lighily in the meas- 
ure,

tartar mixed with the flour, dry. If your recipe 
says sweet milk,“ use water in its place; the 
cake will be whier, and guiteas good. To com- 
pound a nice cake, two persons should, if pos- 
sible. — 3 the work; but we will sup- 
pose young cook alone. 

First see to your fire; thie should be started 
at least an hour before the oven is needed, so 
that the bottom of the oven may be well heated, 
and the heat steady. The baking is of the 
greatest importance, and should be carefully 
provided for. Read your recipe, and place all 
the ingredienta upoo the table, or at hand. 
Place your butter where it will soften, but 
not melt. Have the baking paus ready; 
a piece of paper in the bottom, aod butter this 
aud the 4 of the pan carefully. The shape 
of the pan u immaterial, but it suould be deep 
aad-not bright new tin. An earthen dish should 
be used for mizing cake. Now break the eggs 
separating the whites from the yolks with gleat 
care; beat the yolks afew minutes, then the 
whites, till a five, stiff froth is formed. Set the 
dish containing the whites in 2 cool piace, and 
on no account disturb it till it 18 Now 
and sugar together, aud 
beat or stir with the hand lil the mass 
in light and soft, thea add the yolks, spices, 
or flavoriug; then the water; then the whites 
of the eggs and flour, alternating tbe flour and 
eggs. till all is well stirred together; remove 
the band, and put the cake in the pans with a 
spoon. if, for aay reason, the oven is not quite 
ready, the cake may wall, if placed in # cool 
place, till tue oven is all ready. After it u 
placed ia the oven, it should not be moved with- 
out great care. Dou't open tne door for inspe.- 
tion too often. 

If the oven should be too bot, place 6 fen 
nails moder the pan, and put a paper over tue 
cake ; remove a cover from the top of the stove, 
but do not open the oven door.

BABCOCK BEFORE THE PEOPLE. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Cuaicaao, Feb. 26.—It is already evident that 
the conclusion of Babcock’s trial en the criminal 
proceedings instituted against him in St. Louis 
s not final as to the restitution of that gentle- 
man to his former position aod ‘the confidence 
which it carried with it. The announcement of 
the Presideut’s intention to dispense with Bab- 
cock’s services as his confidential Secretary is an 
evidence that the President was among the first 
to recognize the fact. The dismissal of Babcock 
by the President simply means that the latter, 
though bound to Babcook by the ties of a long 
and intimate association, no longer feele that he 
would be warranted in reposing the same con- 
fidence as heretofore, either in justice to him- 
self, or in justice to the great mass of the peo- 
ple, who can. only reach the President through 
his confidential Secretary. Certainly Gen. 
Grant, who bas all along declared his belief in 
Babcock’s innocenoe, would be inclined to give 
him the additional support of continued con- 
fidence if he felt that he could do so without 
prejudice to the public service. The dismissal, 
therefore, is evidently prompted by s 
sense of duty. Gen. Grant bas acted 
wisely as usual. Even those who are 
most confident that Babcock never had a guilty 
connection with the Whisky Ring can only ex- 
plain tus apparent association with Joyce and 
McDonald on the ground that these men had 
used him for their own purposes without his 
suspecting it and without admitting him to any 
share inthe spoils. But even this explanation 
would exact his dismissal from the post of con- 
fidential Secretary to the President, either on the 
ground of incompetency or as an intriguer on 
behalf of his friends. far as Gen. Babcock’s 
personal emoluments go, he is still in possession 
of a full share of them, since he is at once Major 
of Engineers, Superintendent of Pubiic Build- 
ings apd Grounds in Washington, and also 
Chief Engineer of the Government Water- 
Works. If Babcock can retain all these places 
he will be well enough off in temporal affairs, 
but the loss of this confidential position is a se- 
rious blow to his influence. 

It is also stated that Gen. Babcock now intends 
to ask again for the Court of Inquiry which had 
been called just previous to the indictment, The 
wisdom of this course will depend entirely upon 
what he is prepared to produce before such 
a court. If it is mmply for the purpose 
of submitting to them the case as it was 
tried in St. Louis with a view to receiving 
an army iodorsement of that verdict, it is at once 
a foolish aod dangerous proceeding. The St. Louis 
trial was fought at every point by able attorneys, 
who contested the introduction of all the evidence 
offered, and strengthened their ae with 
every technicality of the law. is course re- 
suited in the exclusion of some testimony that 
might have weighed more or less with the jury, 
and some documents and dispatches bearing on 
the case. A Court of Inquiry would not be ham- 
pered by the same rules as the civil Court. A 
Court of Inquiry would also be likely to demand 
the production of letters that must have passed 
between Joyce and Babcock, but which the prose- 
cution could not obtain and which the defense 
did not offer. It is acarcely possible that, with 
so many confidential acd significant dispatches, 
there shonid not have been letters bearing on 
the same points and presenting them more 
fully. In fact, in the brated ‘‘Syiph” dis- 

teh, in which Babcock telegraphed Joyce that 
— had ‘* succeeded,” andthe detectives will 
not go,” he also said: Will write you.” 
Babcock did not offer to show this letter, 
nor any other of the letters that must 
have passed between them, except some from 
Jovee relating to other matters, and one from 
Babcock to Joyce explaining that he did not 
know why Dougiass had sent Joyce te San Fran- 
cisco, unless because he had confidence in him. 
Bat, if Gen. Babcock goes before a Court of In- 

uiry, he will unquestionably be asked to pro- 
uce the entire correspondence. 

Gen. Babcock must devide for himself the ad- 
visability of calling a of Inquiry. It is 
certain that, without it, he must continue to 
rest under the suspicions which, as it ie con- 
ceded on all sides, were left from the St. Louis 
trial. But he can only remove those 2 — 
with a military Court of Inquiry by showing 
them the whole case, producing the entire cor- 
respondence, and revealing his personal accounts 
in such manner as to prove that he never re- 
ceived any money from the Whisky Ring. No 
Court of Inquiry organized to whitewash him, 
and with that end in view, would help 
bim in the least. But a military tribunal con- 
sisting of the same men as were first called. 
Gens. Sheridan, Hancock, and Terry,—which 
should go to the bottom of the case, and bring 
to light all there is in it to their own satisfaction, 
could certainly vindicate Gen. Babcdck more 
fully than be has been by a verdict of * Not 

iity.” Is Babcock is prepared to make euch a 
showing, be will do well to call for such a court; 
if not. be had better let the case rest where it 
is, and shank his stars that it is no worse.

The Recent Legislative Investigation o 
the Allegheny Refuge. 


Its Inmates Debauched by the Officers and 
Inhumanly Scourged. 


Young Women and Boys Horsewhipped and 
Imprisoned for Trifling Offenses. 


A School for the Graduation of Prosti- 
tutes and Thieves.

Pirrepura, Feb. 25.—The Legislature bas 
just completed an investigation into the affairs 
of the Reform School of Western Pennsylvania, 
located at this place, and they have succeeded in 
laying bare the details of a system of cruelties 
unsurpassed, for brutal inhumanity, in the an- 
nals of reformatory institutions, not excluding 
the prominent clams of Dotheboy’s Hall. The 
Reform School is governed by a Board of 
Managers, who transmit their executive powers 
to a Superintendent. The present Superin- 
tendent is the Rev. R. N. Avery, a clergyman of 
the Episcopal Church. He has been in office 
during thirteen years, and for a decade of that 
time, at least, he bas ruled the Board of Mana- 
gers as well as the unfortunate waifs committed 
to his charge. 

The bistory of the institution teems with 
cruelty, defalcation, and crimes of blacker hues. 
For years it has been an ulcer upon the body 
politic, but the Reform School had becomé@ so 
close a corporation that it was impossible te ex- 
pose its infamies, though they have long been 
saspected by the people generally. So that this 
may be thoroughly understood, a rapid glance at 
the history of the institution is necessary. 
More than twenty years ago 2 

REFORM SCHOOL FOR PITTSBURG 

became a necessity. The class of men attracted 
by the work of the iron-mills was of the rough- 
est, and as it increased the number of uncared 
for, worse than orphan, children sugmented 

until the streets swarmed with them, aod 
crime was rampant. Then the Common wealth 
was averse to saddling the support of 
these waifs upon itself, and, as a measure of 
self-protection, a number of wealthy gentlemen 
organized a corporation and obtained a charter 
permitting them to erect and maintain a School 
of Reform in the City of Allegheny, which is 
just across the river from Pittsburg, for the 
Western District of Pennsylvania. After atime 
it was arranged that all the counties having the 
right to contribuie inmates should be sssessed 
for the living supplies of the inmates. The 
governing power was reposed in a Board of 
Managers, elected by stockholders, who obtained 
the right of a vote by contributing $2 
annually, and dy Ufe-contributors who 
procured their position and rights by 
the payment cf $50. At the outset the contract 
system—that is, the leasing of the inmates’ 
time to contractors—was inau and it has 
been the curse of the Refuge, changing the ten- 
dency of the institution from reform to vice and 
degradation. 

Since the beginning the Board of Managers 
have been extremely unfortunate in their choice 
of executive officers. During the period of its 
existence the Refuge has had, on an average, 
300 inmates. Of these about one-third have been 
girls, under the care of a Matron, who was sub- 
ordinate to the Saperintendent. The first Super- 
intendent—a Rev. Rutherford—left his posi- 
tion at the serious call of the District Court, and 
Mee my wing a year in the State Prison.
